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did yet another biting critique of the 
Warren commission investigation-this 
one by Yale University’s professor of law 
and legal history, Alexander M. Bickel, in 
Commentary magazine. In his thought- 
M essay, Bickel accuses the commission 
of hurried and superficial” findings and 
calls for the creation of a commission to 
conduct a new investigation to quiet 
doubts about the assassination facts. Si- 
multaneously in Washington, New York’s 
Republican Rep. Theodore Kupferman 
introduced a proposal for a special Con- 
gressional review of the Warren com- 
mission s investigation. 

So far, all arguments for reopening the 
case have been firmly ignored by the 
Administration. But the prevalence of 
dissenters and the depth of doubts 
already signal an unchallengeable con- 
clusion. So long as the memory of the 
late President endures, and the Ken- 
nedy name continues to be a household 
word, there will be speculation and be- 
wilderment over the tragic events in 
Uaiias in November 1963 .
